ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - Na- 
mik Gedik, generally known as 
the “evil genius” behind ousted 
Premier Adnan Menderes, com­ 
mitted suicide early today. 
A brief communique from An­ 
kara’s martial law command said 
the 49-year-old ex-interior minis­ 
ter “threw himself out of a win­ 
dow of the Turkish army’s war 
college following a nervous break­ 
down.” 
Reliable reports said Gedik left 
a letter to his wife saying. “I 
am leaving on a long journey. I 
do not believe I shall ever re­ 
turn.”

A source at the war college re­ 
ported Gedik got up from his cot 
shortly after midnight, diverted 
the attention of a guard and threw 
himself through a closed glass

weekend moved into it* most dan­ 
gerous hours today — the time 
when millions of motorists will 
take to the roads for the tiresome 
trip home 
The counting of dead from vio­ 
lent causes began at 6 p.m. local 
time Friday and ends at midnight 
tonight—a total of 78 hours. 
The death rate this holiday was 
moving at a faster rate than dur­ 
ing the same three-day holiday 
in 1958 when 371 persons died in 
traffic accident* and a new record 
w'as aet. 
Statistic 
showed 
more 
than 
four persons were dying every 
hour this holiday. 
The 
National 
Safety Council, 
whose statistics and prediction* 
alert the country’s drivers to cau­ 
tion at holiday time, was alter­ 
nately pessimistic and optimistic 
that the new figures w’ould sur 
pas* the 1958 record. The tone of 


the council’s statements during 
the tabulation varied with the rate 
of violent deaths each hour. 
“If drivers show- good common 
sense there is reason to believe 
we can stay below the 1958 fig­ 
ures.” a council spokesman said. 
The council had estimated this 
holiday period would result in 375 
deaths in traffic accidents. 
The Associated Press, for com­ 
parative purposes, surveyed a 78- 
hour period from 6 p m. May 13 
until midnight Monday, May 16. 
The results showed 330 traffic 
deaths—20 more than the council 
estimated for a typical nonholiday 
period at this time of the year. 
The 1959 Memorial Day week­ 
end was two days and 310 persons 
last their live* in traffic accidents. 
Eleven persons died in two fires 
over the weekend. Four elderly 
men died in a hotel fire at Algona, 
Iowa; seven persons died in an 
Omaha apartment house blaze.

MOSCOW IAP) - Defense 
Minister Rodion Malinovsky de­ 
clared today he has ordered 
Soviet rocket forces to strike at 
the takeoff base of any foreign 
plane violating Soviet airspace. 
Marshal Malinovsky told a 
conference of Communist labor 
“shock workers” that this was 
a “lawful decision” because 
the foreign plane “might be 
armed with a hydrogen bomb.” 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
and other top leaders heard 
Malinovsky deliver his hard­ 
hitting speech which he de­ 
scribed as “not a threat, but 
a warning” to other countries. 
It was obviously aimed at al­ 
lies of the United States in 
which are based such Ameri­ 
can aircraft as the U2 spy 
plane shot down deep in Soviet 
territory May I. 
Tile Soviet defense minister 
said Soviet rockets could hit a 
target higher than any airplane 
could fly.

manual has been withdrawn 
Leader in the session move­ 
ment is the 4,300-member First 
Baptist Church of Wichita. Kan., 
which last March voted to with­ 
draw financial support — about 
$30,000 a year — from the con­ 
vention “ because of its affiliation 
with the National Council.” 
Prior to the American Baptist 
meetings, which begin next Thurs­ 
day in Rochester, N\ Y., a com­ 
mittee of Wichita deacons and a 
special convention committee will 
meet to discuss the matter. 
Risky To Assure 
“I don’t anticipate any action 
terminating our relationship with 
the National Council,” says the 
Rev. W. Hubert Porter, associate 
general secretary of the ABC, in 
New York. 
“ But,” he adds, “ when you get 
a group of free delegates together 
one takes a risk in assuming too 
much assurance about what will 
happen.” 
Every year for the past 
12 
years some resolution concerning 
ABC relations with the NCC has 
reached tile conference floor, and 
each time delegates have voted to 
reaffirm participation in council 
activities.

WHITE JURY 
FREES KING 
ON PERJURY 


How a battery of Massachusetts 
artillery possibly saved the entire 
Union Army during two hours of 
combat on the afternoon of July 
2, 1803, was outlined by Robert D. 
Hoffsommer, Harrisburg history 
teacher, at a meeting of the Get­ 
tysburg Round Table in the GAR 
home, E. Middle St. 
The story of “ Bigelow’s Bat­ 
tery,” the Ninth Massachusetts, 
would achieve importance from 
the mere fact that it stayed in ac­ 
tion when others about 
it re­ 
treated, and from the fact that it 
fired approximately three tons of 
metal at the Confederates before 
it was forced to retreat with 80 of 
its 88 horses killed, most of its 
men wounded and with only eight 
rounds of ammunition still remain­ 
ing, said Hoffsommer. 
Obstacle To Fo# 
The battery was the only outfit 
between the Second and 
Fifth 
Corps for a period while the Con­ 
federates were advancing. If it 
had retreated “at a point where 
most batteries legitimately would 
have retreated,” there would have 
been nothing to prevent the Con­ 
federates from splitting the Union 
line and perhaps end the Battle of 
Gettysburg as a Confederate vic­ 
tory on July 2. 
Hoffsommer compared the bat­ 
tery’s action to that of Greene’s 
Brigade on Culp’s Hill later the 
same day. Both were the only 
thing between the enemy and the 
Union rear. Both succeeded in de­ 
laying 
the 
Confederates 
long 
enough for reinforcements to ar­ 
rive. 
The 
9th 
Massachusetts 
was 
made up of “young and old men— 
most in the 20’s, a few in their 
40's.” It organized .shortly after 
the Civil War began. Its first offi­ 
cer was an officer on leave from 
the Italian Army. He spoke only 
Italian and French and a Ll

Confederates moving in from 
the Emmitsburg Rd., on their 
flank, started pouring rifle fire 
into the battery. The Confederates 
believed if they could kill off the 
horses they could immobilize the 
battery and capture it. It was 
during this period that most of 
the 80 horses were killed. 
During this period there was no 
infantry between the Peach Or­ 
chard and the Loop. Only the bat­ 
teries prevented the Confederates 
from moving in between the Third 
Corps in the Loop area and the 
main elements of the Third Corp* 
in the Peach Orchard area. Bige­ 
low and the other batteries fought 
off K ershaw’s troops.

Kershaw ordered the men on 
the right of his line to move for­ 
ward in a double rank as skirm­ 
ishers to capture the Union bat­ 
teries.

PITTSBURGH (AP ^Pittsburgh 
banker Richard K. Metlon has 
shut off his flow of donations to 
the Republican State Committee 
because the Legislature failed to 
pass a-road bill, the Post-Gazette 
and Sun-Telegraph reported Satur­ 
day. 
House Bill 1109, defeated in the 
Republican * controlled Senate, 
would have permitted the state to 
take over the maintenance of 162 
miles of roads in Allegheny Coun­ 
ty. This would have saved the 
county about $1,750,000 a year in 
maintenance costs. 
The newspaper said Mellon told 
of the funds cutoff in a letter to 
Buckley M. Byers, chairman of 
the Allegheny County Republican 
Finance committee. 
Byers was reached in Green­ 
wich, Conn., by the Post-Gazette 
and Sun-Telegraph. It quoted him 
as saying the gist of the letter was 
that Mellon and his family “would 
not contribute to the Republican 
state Committee this year because 
of disappointment in the fate of 
House Bill 1109.”
